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VINYL KIT ASSEMBLY HINTS 
1. Itis recommended to wash all parts with soap, such as dish washing soap. When painting, color pigment v. \\ « re 
evenly, and the finished product will have a better appearance. 


2. If you find collapsed or twisted parts, dip them in hot water (over 60°C/ 140°F). Within a few minutes, parts will 19 5 
originally molded shape. 


3. Cut off unnecessary portion of the parts with an exacto knife, but do not cut without a plan. It ls recommended |o !enve 
little of the unnecessary portion, and shave it as you fit the parts together. 


4. Warm parts with a heat gun, hair dryer, or hot water to soften parts. 
Insert parts while they are soft. Do not glue, if kit is to be made posable. 


5. There may be some places needed to be glued. Use a “Krazy Glue" type GLUE’ with an extra-fine nozzle 
6. Because of the material, there may be an air bubble forming a hole on the surface. Use PUTTY’ to fill the hole

PUTTY*. Be aware that the parts will be permanently bonded, and will not be posable. 


8. Tocolor, make sure putty is completely dry, and use water-based ACRYLIC PAINT* only. Oil-based paint may not dry we!! or 
vinyl, and may soften the material. =
